9,000,000 orange trees are not yet 
of bearing age, as the non-bear- 
_ ing acreage has shown remarkable 
sj increases. Estimates for grape- 
fruit showed less than a million 
" trees bearing in 1909, nearly two 
million in 1919 and almost 3,500,- 
000 in 1924. The number of trees 
not yet of bearing age likewise 
has been gaining and now exceeds 
1,500,000. The number of lemon 
trees of bearing age increased 
three-fold between 1909 and 1919, 
but since that time has shown only 
a slight gain. In 1924, there were 
» about 3,300,000 lemon trees in 
bearing, and the number not yet 
bearing had decreased sharply to 
2€2,000. 
In addition the census for 1919 
showed 41,310 tangerine trees in 
bearing and about 31,000 not yet 
of bearing age. There were also 
115,744 lime trees of bearing age 
and 81,300 not bearing. Practical- 
ly all of the tangerine and lime 
4) trees were credited to Florida. 
Estimated bearing acreage of 
oranges in California increased an- 
nually from 107,000 acres in 1914 
to 185,500 in the present year. 
But is expected to remain nearly 
stationary the next three years, 
- according to data compiled by the 
agricultural statistician in that 
state.
